Referring to Daugherty's def 
of his official conduct in the Can- 
ton speech, Scaife said: 

“Attorney-General Daugherty. is 
entirely correct when he states that 
the proceding administration , did 
nothing to balance accounts with the 
war grafters, and he might have 
added that their sins were over- 
looked and condoned by the new 
administration as soon as it Was 
seated in Washington. 

Organization Non | 

“The Womaf’s Clean Government 
Organization is nonpartisan and ful- 
ly realizes the necessity of political 
parties that will protect the public 
by watching each other, but, until 
both of the great political parties re- 
form themselves and restore them- 
selves in the public confidence, the 
advice of this organiaztion is to vote 
for the best-qualified candidates re- 
gardless of the political machines 
to which they belong. 

“For the past eight years the De- 
partment of Justice has been @ 
house of mystery and neither of the 
great political parties can now ask 
for a vote of confidence on the ’ 
ner in which this institution has | 
ministered justice in recent years 
The remedy for such a situation will 
be an act of Congress making pub- 
lic records open to inspection. 

“That Mr. Daugherty and other 
officials had no intention to prose 
cute the big grafters is evidenced by 
the fact that it was nearly three

The three Missouri cities whose police departments 
are under State control have had an unhappy experi- 
ence during the Hyde administration. The “treat ‘em 
rough” policy of the man Gov. Hyde appointed Presi- 
Louis Police Board kept this city in 
continuous turmoil, imposed indignities and hardships 
vpon f 


many citizens, ruthlessly flouted many of the 
constitutional guarantees and culminated in a shock- 
ing episode which St. Louis is still trying to forget. 

From all reports Kansas City suffered a harsher 
police tyranny than did St. Louis. Police oppression 
was the issue of the election held in Kansas City last 
April which repudiated the Governor, his appointees 
and the police regime. 

Now comes the poignant tragedy at 
where a girl 14 years old. while riding with 
brothers, was shot and killed br a police squad tha‘ 
thought it was pursuing a bootlegger. There hav 
been other instances of promiscuous police shooting a: 
St. Joseph, and other innocent victims, but this lates: 
fatality has, in effect, caused an uprising of citizens 
The Police Chief, whose instructions to his men were 
to “bring ‘em in on a slab,” has been removed. but 
the people of St. Joseph are demanding the dismissa! 
of the Governor's Police Commissioners, who hereto- 
fore, apparentiy, have been in sympathy with 
“bard-boiled™ Chief's policr 

Surely no further eridence is wanted to prove the 
unwisdom and danger of vesting in the Governor the 
selection of the Police Commissions of the State's 
three big cities. Fortumately. a remedy is available. 
The Constitutional Convention ll, restore 
to the cities the right and duty of managing their 
own police departments. The Committee-on Counties. 

and Towns has recommended thar chartered 
ities mame their lice Boards of three members 
The Mayor ex-officio is to be the head. The 
two, from different litical parties. are to be chosen 
bs methods as the cities mar determine and 
are to be removabie by the Governor if unsatisfactory.

PROPERTY FORFEITURE IN CASE 


OF PRICE FIXING PROPOSED 


Constitution Delegate Would Add 

New Section to Article Dealing 

With Corporations. 
Special to the Posc-!.'spatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 
Amendment of the present constitu- 
tion to provide that firms convicted 
of participation in price-fixing com- 
binations in Missouri forfeit all of 
their property to the benefit of the 
public schools was proposed to the 
constitutional convention yesterday 
by L. M. Henson of Poplar Bluff. It 
will be acted upon today or tomor- 
row. Henson's proposal which would 
add a new section to the article of 
the constitution dealing with corpor- 
ations ts as follows: 

“Any person, firm, copartnership 
or corporation in this State, or any 
nonresident person, firm, foreign co- 
partnership or corporation doting 
business in this State, who 
shall be found guilty of forming and 
operating under, or operating under, 
any trust agreement or combination, 
fixing. limiting, controlling, or at- 
tempting to control, the production 
price, transportation or distribution 
of any commodity sold in this State 
or fixing or controlling interest rates, 
insurance rates, rates charged for 
bonds and other obligations, shall 
forfeit to the State, for the use and
